PRICES OM DRUGS STII/Tv 


MAKING KAPtD AUVAXCKS 


Prices in the drug trade are still 


going upward by leaps and bounds 
and according to a local druggist tho 
advances made at the beginning of 
the European war are almost nothing 
to those occuring from week to week 
this fall. 


Bromides and sallcylates arc 


coming very scarce, as they are near- 
ly all manufactured In Germany, and 
quinine and glyccarine are two other 
items on which there have been re- 
cent sharp advances in price. Aspirin 
and aspirin tablets went out of the 
market long ago, as they are German 
patents. 
In general, It may be said 


that all chemicals are much higher 
in price, due both to depletion of 
stocks with only the most remote 
prospects of replenishing thsm and 
to the heavy buying of the European 
belligerents. 
Botanical drugs are 


not so seriously affected, altho some 
items have doubled ir. price, but a 
majority of them can be obtained in 
this country. 


Comparison of a number of whole- 


sale drug prices a year ago with the 
latest available serve to demonstrate 
ths claim of druggists that real short- 
age is being experienced at present. 
Quinine which Is being purchased in 
enormous quantities by the European 
countries, has jumped from 25 cants 
to 2 an ounce, and resorin from 11.10 
to ?12 a pound. Potassium bromide, 
formerly about 50 cents a pound is 
now quoted at ?3.60, with sodium 
bromide going from 63 (ents to $3.- 
55. 
Salicylate of sodium was 43 


cents and is now $5 a pound. Bis- 
muth salts are another example. Sub- 
nitrate going from $1.75 to J3.22 
and wholesalers predict another ad- 
vance. 


With the consuming season for gly- 


cerine at hand, none ot the crude pro- 
duct is being received frtim England, 
France or Germany and present quo- 
tations are about 63 cants a pound 
compared with last year'ii price of 23 
cents. Carbolic acid is also reported 
yery scarce the price having jumped 
from 25 cents to $2 for a pound bot- 
tle. Iodine is another substance very 
valuable at present, quotations hav- 
ing gone from $3.50 a pound to al- 
most $6. 


To save the worst for the end it Is 


well to give some quotations on some 
of the coal tar products and one or 
two other commonly used substances. 
Atropine presents a record, with a 
jump from $6.25 to $27.75 an ounce. 
Calomel has gone up to $2 a pound 
from a former price of about $1.20 
and canthardes from $1.50 to $5. 
The use of acetphanetidin is apt to 
be curtailed with the price going 
from $1.27 to ?12.52 a pound. Creo- 
sote is now $4 a pound. Altogether 
there seeflft! to be a prospect of many 
drug items leaving the market en- 
tirely, and market conditions are said 
to be extremely excited and unsettled.

Because the European supply of wil- 


low rods has been largely cut off sev- 
eral American manufacturers of wil- 
low furniture and baskets have asked 
the department of agriculture for the 
addresses of persons in this country 
who have taken up willow growing.

ROUMANIA TO ENTER WAR? 


450,000 Troops Mobilized on Frontier 


and Are Reported Ready to 


Aid Allies.

has mobilized 450,000 men, of whom

"And we know," continued the pres-

But we 
do want to feel that there Is a great 
body of citizens who have received at 
least the most rudimentary and neces- 
sary forms of military training; that 
they will be ready to form themselves 
into a fighting force at the call of the 
nation; and that the nation has the 
munitions and supplies with which to 
equip them without delay should it be 
necessary to call them into action. 
We wish to supply them with the 
training they need, and we think we 
can do so without calling them at any 
time too long away from their civilian 
pursuits.

On the contrary, the National 
Guard Itself would be used as a part 
of the Instrumentality by which train- 
Ing would be given the citizens who 
enlisted under the new conditions, and 
I should hope and expect that the leg- 
islation by which all this would be ac- 
complished would put the National 
Guard Itself upon a better and more 
permanent footing than It has ever 
been before, giving ft not only the rec- 
ognition which it deserves but a more 
definite connection with the mifftary 
organization of (he nation. 


For Development of the Navy. 


"It has been American policy time 


out of mind to look to the nayy as 
the first and chief line of defense 
The navy of the United Statea la al- 
ready a very great and efficient force 
Not rapidly, but slowly, with careful 
attention, our naval force has been 
developed until the navy of the United 
States stands recognized as one of the 
most efficient and notable of the mod- 
ern time. All that Is needed in ordej 
to bring It to a point of extraordinary 
force and efficiency as compared with 
the other .navies o£ the world Is that 
we should hasten our pace In the 
policy we have long been pursuing 
<md that chief of all we should have 
a definite policy of development, not 
made from year to. year bur looking 
well into the future and planning for 


study the 
efficiency 
and 
adequate 


equipment as carefully as WB shall 
study the number and size of our 
ships, and I believe that the plans al- 
ready-in part made public by the navy 
department are plans which the whole 
nation can approve with rational en- 
thusiasm. 


"No thoughtful man feels any panic 


haste in this matter. The country is 
not threatened from any quarter. She 
stands in friendly relations with all 
the world. Her resources are known 
and her self-respect and her capacity 
to care for her own citizens and her 
own rights. There is no fear amongst 
us. Under the new world conditions 
we have bocouiu thoughtful 
of the 


things which all reasonable men con- 
sider necessary for security and self 
defense on the part of every nation 
confronted with the groat enterprise 
of human liberty and Independence. 
That Is all. 


"In the I'tilflllineDt of the program I 


nropose I shall ask for the hearty sup- 
port of the country, of the rank and 
Hie ot America, of men of all shades 
of polftieal opinion. I would not feel 
that I was discharging the solemn ob- 
ligation I owe the country were I not 
to speak In terms of the deepest 
solemnity of the urgency and necessi- 
ty of preparing oursolv.es to guard and 
protect the rights and privileges ot 
our people, our sacred heritage of tho 
fathers who struggled to make us an 
independent nation. 


Hits at the Hyphenates. 


"The only thing within our own bor- 


ders that has given us grave concern 
in recent months has been that voices 
have been raised In America profess- 
ing to be the voices of Americans 
which were not indeed and In truth 
American, but which spoke alien sym- 
pathies, which came from men who 
loved other countries bettor than they 
loved America, men who were par- 
tisans of other causes than that of 
America and had foi gotten that their 
chief and only allegiance was to the 
great government under which they 
live 
These voices have not

many, but they have been very loud 
and very elamorous. They have pro-

America has not opened its doors In 
vain to men and women out of other 
nations.

He

resigned to accept tho commission- 
ersblp of Agriculture. The board of 
regents made a good selection in Mr. 
Norgord as proved by his work dur- 
ing the year he was in the Harness. 
We believe that Mr. Luther is a 
young man of clean habits and a hust- 
ler. 


After carefully considering the ad- 


vantages of the plan the Agents have 
decided to have the Institutes contin- 
ued thruout the year rather than only 
past. It is also planned to have all 
during the winter months as In the 
the work maclo as demonstrational 
as possible. 


By emphasizing the field and gen- 


eral demonstration features it will 
be possible to offset a like amount of 
the federal funds made avallab'lp for 
agricultural extension work in Wis- 
consin without asking the state to 
make further appropriations. Pro- 
vision in the Smith-Lever bill by Con- 
gress requires that each state approp- 
ria^o an amount practically equal to 
that set aside by the federal govern- 
ment for agricultural extension work. 
The appointment of Mr. Luther, who 
heretofore has had charge of the 
agricultural repnosentatives, wi'll per- 
mit of the closest correlation of both 
lines of work avoiding all duplication 
and reducing the cost of supervision. 


Mr. Luther is familiar with fanning 


conditions in various sections of the 
state, having spent much of his ear- 
lier life in developing a farm undler 
pioneer conditions, and several years 
in southern portions of the state.—

ADVANTAGES OF SILOS. 


Good Silage Is the Best Meat and Milk 


Producing Roughage Known. 


On account of the backward season 


there -nil! be a large amount of soft 
corn unless the present damp summer 
ia followed by an unusually warm fall. 
Soft corn means a very serious loss to 
the farmer who depends on corn for 
his cash crop. To the dairy farmer 
the loss is not great provided he has a 
Bilo. Corn that is overtaken by frost 
when In the milk stage will make a 
fairly good quality of silage if it Is put 
into the silo at once. 


This, according to W. B. Markey ot 


the College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, is the pressing 
reason for a silo on every farm this 
year. Several other silo reasons, how- 
ever, are enumerated hy Mr. Markey. 


The silo furnishes succulent, palata- 


ble feed of uniform quality that is al- 
ways near at hand. In addition to 
high food value silage supplies succu- 
lence, which makes it easily digestible 
and keeps the systems of the cows 
toned up. This tends to provide June 
conditions In the dairy in January and 
results in'a full milk flow. 


Tbe silo preserves the corn crop with 


the minimum amount of loss, as the 
entire plant is made fit for food. 
It 


increases the number of cows that can 
be kept on a given number of acres. 
This has been estimated at double the 
number possible without a silo. 


It economizes space, time and build- 


ing costs ia storage. The entire crop 
can be stored in a short time at a 
relatively low labor cost In about one- 
third of the space required to store an 
equal amount of food value in the 
form of hay. 


Silage makes the most economical, 


convenient 'feed for 
supplementing 


short pastures during a period of 
drought. A silo equalizes the supply 
of feed by carrying It over to good" 
condition from one year to another. 
3ases are on record where silage has 
iept in perfect condition for sevefal' 
years. 


A silo can be used for ensiling clover 


or alfalfa during a spell "of wef weath- 
er •when,It would be Impossible to cure 
t for hay.

ROTTING CLOVER IN FIELD 


It is n common practice, for 


farmers who^'row clover for seed 
to allow the clover to rot fur sev- 
eral weeks after cutting before 
they stack it or draw it to the 
ijarn. 
Sometimes red clover cut 
. early 
Ls allowed to lie In tbe 


swaths or windrows for six or 
eight weeks, exposed to all kinds 
of climatic conditions. 
Clover 


stacks that are poorly construct- 
ed or unprotected frequently be- 
come wet and musty. Sometimes 
in wet portions of tue stack the 
clo.ver will even become black 
and largely decompose before the 
seed is hauled. The result of this 
exposure is seen in the swelling 
and sometimes germination of 
those seeds which are uot pro- 
tected by hard seed coats. Even 
If the seeds do not germinate, if 
once they bave become thorough- 
ly swollen, even though subse- 
quently dried, they arc of no val- 
ue. Seeds should be thoroughly 
dried in tbo head when cut. 
If 


the cut clover is rained upon be- 
fore it has had time to dry a 
great many of the seeds will be 
destroyed.—Better Farming.

Oti account of tbe backvi-ard season 


there will be a large amount of sof 
corn unless the present damp summe 
is followed by an unusually warm fall 
Soft corn means a very serious loss to 
Ibe farmer who depends on corn for 
ills cash crop. 
To tbe dairy farmer 


the loss is uot great provided be has a 
silo. Corn that is overtaken by fros: 
when in the milk stage will make : 
fairly good quality of silage if it is pui 
into the silo at once. 


This, according to W. E. Markey of 


tbe College of Agriculture of tbe Dnl 
versity of Wisconsin, is the pressing 
reaspn for a silo on every farm this 
year. Several other silo reasons, how 
ever, are enumerated by Mr. Markey. 


The silo furnishes succulent, palata 


ble feed of uniform quality that is al 
ways near at hand. 
In addition to 


blgb food value silage supplies succu 
Icuce, which makes it easily digestible 
aud keeps tbe systems of tbe cows 
toned up. This tends to provide June 
conditions in the dairy in January and 
results iu'a full milk flow. 


Tbe silo preserves the corn crop with 


the minimum amount of loss, as the 
entire plant is made fit for food. 
It 


increases the number of cows that can 
be kept on a given number of acres. 
This has been estimated at double tbe 
number possible without a silo. 


It economizes space, time and build- 


ing costs ia storage. The entire crop 
can be stored in a short time at 
relatively low labor cost in about one- 
third of the space required to store an 
equal amount of food value in the 
form of hay. 


Silage makes the most economical, 


convenient 
feed 
for 
supplementing 


short pastures during a period of 
drought. A silo equalizes the supply 
of feed by carrying it over In good" 
condition from one year to another. 
Cases are on record -where silage has 
:ept to perfect condition for several 
ears. 
A silo can be used for ensiling clover 


or alfalfa during a spell of wet weath- 
er when it would be impossible to cure 
t for hay. 


Silage Carrier. 


The Nebraska experiment station in 
ts bulletin No. 145 describes in detail 
tbe ensilage carrier shown here. It is 
dapted to average sized and small 


feeding yards and is a highly useful 


and labor saving arrangement 
The 


joom or arm to which the carrier Is at- 
ached must be strongly attached and 
"uyed. The feeding racks are arranged 
n a semicircle tbat brings them just 
under the tip of the arm.

How Clouds Are Colored. 


The color of a cloud depends on the

drops of moisture which go to form 
the cloud.

Heavy ram clouds, on the other 


hand, are found much nearer the 
earth, and so the light tails on them. 


more directly from above, giving a sil- 
ver lining to tha cloud, though the un- 
der surface appears black, owing to 
the complete reflection and absorption 
o£ the light by the upper layers. Seen 
trom above by an observer in a bal- 
loon the blackest rain clouds appear 
of the most brilliant white.

Madison—Sanitary 
conditions 
of 


slaughter houses in Wisconsin have 
greatly improved as a result of state 
inspections by 
the state board 
of 


health during the last two years, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Sec- 
retary C A. Harper of the board of 
health. 


Five deputy health officers inspect- 


ed every slaughter house in the .state 
during the last two years and So per 
cent of such houses are now up to 
sanitary standards and the rest are 
approaching that ideal. When the in- 
spection work started, 7o per cent of 
the slaughter houses wore in an un- 
sanitary condition, necessitating the 
issuance of orders compelling radical 
changes to meet the provisions of the 
rules imposed by the state board of 
health. 
' 


The 
Wisconsin 
rules 
governing 


slaughter houses are less drastic than 
those In some other states, but they 
are intended to supply a reasonable 
regulation purely in the interest of 
the public health. 


Owners are given a reasonable time 


in which to remedy conditions, and 
failure to comply results in orders is- 
sued against them 
The penalty for 


violation of the rules is a line from 
?10 to $500, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months.
